Robert ‘S. Brookings Says 
Washington U. Corporation 
Will Proceed Slowly.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Fobert 
S. Brookings, president of Wash- 
ington University Corporation. 
which will select a successor to 


Chancellor Hadley, said this aft- 
ernoon that the board of directors 
would proceed very slowly in mak- 
ing 4n appointment. 

“There has never been the 
least discussion of Gov. Hadley’'s 
successor,” said Dr. Brookings at 
his home here, “for until a few 
days ago we-were confident that 
he would recover. The illness of 
which he died sas not the old ill- 
ness that he fought so long. We 
knew about that when he was ap- 
pointed and were assured © by 
physicians at the time that’ Gov. 
HMadley had the expectancy of an 
average life. He died of a heart 
attack. 

Difficult Place to Fill. 

“Tl am tremendously distressed 
by the death of Gov. Hadley. His 
position will be hard to fill. In- 
deed I believe that there is no 
position for which it is so hard to 
obtain the right man as that of the 
head of a great university. Yale, 
Harvard, Chicago and other large 
schools have all been faced with 
the problem in recent years. We 
shall move very slowly. There 
will be, I am assured, no choice 
‘in the immediate future. Mean- 
time, the university is so organized 
that its affairs will move smooth- 
ly, and the broad policies which 
Gov. Hadley had outlined for a 
year or so in advance will be car- 
ried out. 

“In choosing Gov. Hadley for 
the chancellorship, we were almost 
the firet great university to break 
away from the tradition of naming 
a minister or a teacher. We con- 
cluded fhat under the present or- 
ganization of a’ university, with tts 
many deans and othgr technically 
trained men to carry on the special 
work of the various departments, 
we did not necessarily have to 
place at the head a trained teacher. 
We preferred to choose an admin- 
istrator with a broed knowilédge 
of educational problema. Gov. 
Hadley was such @ man, 

To Maintain High 

“The business affairs of the uni- 
versity are in the hands of the 


corporation and Gov. Hadley has

When Anderson en- 
tered the court room and took his 
seat at the press table, Mrs. Remts 
came over to him and asked: “Did 
you hear about Remus trying to 
kill me?’’ 

Anderson said he had not heard

Clarence Owens, professional 
bondsman of &8t. Louis, followed 
Anderson to the stand. He said in 
his opinion Remus was insane 
when he first met him in St. Louls 
in 1925. 

“I signed his bond,” the witness 
said, “and Re raved around about 
expecting his wife to get him out 
of jail. He told me his wife had 
taken all his money and had run 
off with the man who put him in 
the penitentiary.” 

A plot to put Remus in jail and 
deport him so he could not testify 
in Indianapolis against the Jack 
Daniel defendants next was related 
by Owens. / 

“I told Remus a man named Me- 
haffey in St. Louis offered me 
$5000 to surrender him on his 
bond,” said the witness. “Half was 
to pay me back for signing the 
bond and half was extra for sur- 
rendering Remus. [I got $250 
from Remus for signing the bond 

Saw Remus’ Hat on Dodge. 

“Remus raved and threw his 
hands in the air. I told him his 
wife and Dodge had put wp the 
money with Mehaffey to get me ta 
surrender Remus onhis bond. They 
expected Remus to be deported i. 
30 days. That caused him to rave 
some more.” 

Another instance of a Remus« 
outburst, Owens related, was when 
he told Remus how he saw Dodge 
wearing one of Remus’ hats in In- 
dianapolis. 

On cyoss-examination, Owens 
said he thought Remus was in- 
same before he killed his wife. 
Then he was asked if he thought 
Remus sane now. “Yes,” Owens 
replied. 

“So killing his wife made him 
sane, did it?” Assistant Prosecutor 
Basler inquired. “No, I don’t think 
that.”’ 

The witness said. finally that he 


thought Remus sane now because 


he had observed Remus’ actions 
since his arrival In Cincinnati. yes- 
terday. 
Pal of Remus on Stand. 

Remus’ closest “buddy,” George 
Connors, came to the witness stand 
after Owens. A nifty dresser, 
George, with a natural marcel in 
his sleek, dark hair and a neat bow 
tie below a bluish, firm chin. Ue 
has bootlegged with Remus, done 
time with him. palled with him. 
Connors is a likéable fellow, the 
buffer hetween the frascible, wn- 
stable Remus and “hard guys” who 
might take offense at Remus’ ca- 
pers.

The State moved to strike this 
testimony from the record on the 
ground it had no bearing on the 
witness’ opinion as to Remus’ sani- 
ty. It was so ordeerd. 

Connors then told how Remus 
‘discovered his wife was having let- 
ters sent to him from Cincinnati 
when he was at Atlanta. “She was 
running around the country and 
having someone mail the letters to 
Remus, I told hing’ said the wit- 
ness. 

Calls Him “Temporarily Insane.” 

“I told. him,” Connors related, 
“that Dodge and his wife were to- 
gether. Remus exclaimed, My 
God, I picked her out of the gut- 
ter, Connors, and she was only fit 
to stay there. Remus grabbed me 
and shook ‘me and went tempo- 
rarily insane.” 

This interview occurred while 
Remus was confined in the jall at 
Troy, O., after his release from At- 
lanta, Connors said. 

Another outburst related by the 
witness occurred a bit later, before 
Remus was taken to 8St. Louis to 
give bond on the Jack Daniel con- 
spiracy case. 

“I told Remus,” the witness re- 
lated, “that I couldn't make the 
$50.000 bond demanded for him at 
St. Louis and he'd have to go to 
jail. He sent for a lawyer and 
made his will, giving the lawyer 
power of-attorney and telling, him 
to save all he could for his daugh- 
ter, Romola. Then he broke down 
and cried saying, ‘I’m gone! I'm 
gone! 

“What did he mean by that?” 
“Well, I told him he was going to 
be killed in jail at St. Louis. I 
told him there was a plan to put 
three or four gangsters in jail with 
hi mand stage.a fake fight. When 
it was over, Rémus would be dead, 
Remus sald, ‘I've heard of the plot 
myself.’ Then he cried some more.” 

The forceful manner in which 
Connors was orating Remus’ trou- 
bles. exasperated State’s Attorneys.

Remus confronted his wife with 
the charges of her misconduct with 
Dodge, Connors said”.

Connors “described how Remus

He Became National Figure 
Despite 20-Year Handicap of 
Intermittently Poor Health

The bill for limiting employment 
of women in industry to nine hours 
daily, sponsored by the late Sen- 
ator Tom Kinney of St. Louis, was 
signed by Gov. Hadley after a hear- 
ing, which wag held by him at the 
request of leading employers, who 
opposed the bill. The hearing sat- 
isfied the Governor that the meas- 
ure Was a just and a needed one. 

As - Attorney-General and as 
Governor, Hadley fought for the 
upholding of the legislative acts 
passed under the Folk administra- 
tion, which lowered railroad p2a3- 
senger fares within Missouri froin 
3 to 2 cents a mile, and reduced 
the intrastate freight rates. The 
reduced rates were in effect for a 
considerable time, but finally re- 
turned ‘to the old scale in Mis- 
souri, as in ofher states, through 
court decisions based on higher 
wage and price levels, and on the 
confiscation clause of the Consti- 
tution. Fares are now 3.6 cenis a 
mile. 4 

Sided With Roosevelt In 1912, 

In the latter part of the Hadley 
administration, which was also 
the latter part of the Taft admin- 
istration, the split in the Republi- 
can party developed. Gov Hadicy 
at first aligned himself with the 
Roosevelt following, and he was 
one of the seven Republican Gov- 
ernors who signed the letter of 
February, 1912, calling on Col. 
Roosevelt to announce his candi- 
dacy for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination in June. The other 
signers were the Governors of 
Michigan, West Virginia, Nebras- 
ka, New Hampshire, Wyoming and 
Kansas. 

Col. Roosevelt's “hat in the ring” 
announcement followed, and the 
Taft administration intrenched it- 
self in its fight for re-election. 
With the opening of the Chicago 
convention ‘set for June 18, the 
meeting of the National Committee 
on June 6 assumed great import- 
ance, because of the certainty that 
many delegations would be con- 
tested. Gov. Hadley was chosen as 
the Roosevelt floor leader, and he 
became a leading and an aggres- 
sive figure in the pre-convention 
fight. A total of 254 seats, most- 
ly from Southern states, were in 
contest, this number being more 
than sufficient to determine. the 
nomination.. The completed work 
of the committee, in making..up 
the temporary roll of the eonven- 
tiony gave Taft 234 of these dele- 
gates and Roosevelt 20.

Mayor Miller has approved the plan for a munici- 
pal airport, based on Maj. Albert Bond Lambert's 
offer. The Municipal Airport Committee approves it. 
And Comptroller Nolte is quoted by Deputy Comp- 
troller Gunn as approving the initial expenditure of 
$50,000. The Post-Dispatch is confident the people of 
St. Louis will approve it. 

Under the terms of the plan the city will lease the 
Lambert-St. Louis field of 170 acres, with its equip- 
ment, effective Jan. 1, for 18 months, for $1. 

The city will lease an additional 76 acres, for the 
same period, at $10,000. It will combine the two 
tracts into one field of 246 acres and install improve- 
ments, all of which are listed, at a cost of $40,000.

- KILLING IN PROHIBITION 
ENFORCEMENT. 

From the Chicago Tribune. 
Some BEYER, an informer working on 

the split fee basis for the enforcement 
Of prohibition in South Beloit; Ill., killed 
& man from whom he had purchased liquor. 
The man, William Petroff, was a+war vet- 
with a good record. Beyer, with a 
star for which he had no authority and a 
pistol he had no right to carry, entered 
Petroff's plaeeé and bought moonshine 
which the seller served in two glasses. The 
informer drew his pistol and told Petroff 
he was under The latter.tried to 
knock the glasses off the bar, and Beyer 
shot him. 

The lawless enfogcer of the law then put 
another man under arrest and turned him 
over to the police, leaving his victim lying 
where he fell, mortally wounded. When 
Beyer reported that he had shot a& man, 
Petroff was beyond help. The other man 
was fined $200, and the informer, while In 
jail, was paid $40 by the Chief of Police 
for his day’s work. 

Beyer is being held in the Rockford fail, 
but his defense is being organized by the 
W. C. T. U. and Antisaloon League work- 
ers of the nearby communities, both in I- 
linois and in Wisconsin. The killer not 
only has been paid for his work, but the 
rohibition women are sending him flowers 
and delicacies. Their sentiment, as <€x- 
pressed by women who speak for them, is 
that the informer was trying to do his duty 
to prohibition, and it was unfortunate that 
he might have to be given some light pun- 

Wisconsin sympathizers also 
thought it was unfortunate that the kill- 
ing was over the line in I[linois, a State 
which has capital punishment. 

Back of Beyer’s deadly work there is a 
long line of precedents established by au- 
thorized Federal agents of prohibition en- 
forcement and other precedents by mep as 
much without authority as this informer. 
It has been established that killing of Vol- 
stead act violators is justifiable. This the-

ory does not require that the violator re- 


sist arrest or that the enforcer be in any 
danger. It is enough that the violation 
be found or even suspected. Some of the 
victimes have been innocent. That was dis- 
covered after the shooting. The enforcers 
thought they had liquor. Apparently it 
covers the situation, in prohibitian opinion, 
to sny that mistakes will occur, but tn such 
a cause too much should not be made of 
them. Thus, the killings which mark en- 
forcement are not far behind the killings 
among the most desperate gangsters con- 
tending with each other in their violations 
of the Volstead act. 

Prohibition sympathizers think very light- 
ly of manslaughter or murder committed 
in the cause to which they have devoted 
themseives, They do not recognize this as 
a perversion both of law and humanity. be- 
ing convinced that any means of breaking 
down the opposition to them im, a righteous 
one. 

It indicates the moral upsetting which 
bas followed the attempt to impose one set 
of ideas of personal conduct upon another 
by vielence. There are many very serious 


laws generally agreed to by the people with 
respect to which it wpuld not be contended 
by any right-minded person that a violator 
deserved to be killed. Extreme, cruel, and 
unusual punishments are contrary to the 
Constitution and to the spirit of the people 
except in prohibition. There cruel punish- 


ment is upheld by people who regard them-- 


selves as virtuous and good. That is a de- 
velopment of American character which 
has more serious import than anything else 
connected with prohibition. If is becoming

By these means 
slavery should eventually disap- 
pear.
